A« we waw the multitude of y oung 
p eop le issue from the school buildings 
and start toward home, hap p y , jubi I ant, 
full of mirth and life and activity , we 
could but think that to many the ha p ­ 
p iest day s of,life are school day s, not­ 
withstanding * its 
hard 
work 
and 
occasional disap p ointments. 
To those 
who in early y ears saw the advantages 
o ' an education *and made the best of 
their 
op p ortunities, 
this 
p eriod is 
look ed 
up on 
with esp ecial delight, 
T here are thousands of these to be 
found in every state in the Union. 
On 
the other hand are thousands of others 
who failed to ap p reciate the value of 
an education,',todav the great moving 
force of the world, and aro now lead 
ing lives of drudgery , toiling away 
weary hours under the burning ray s of 
the noonday sun and battling with the 
Htirms of winter. 
To such, the scene 
p resented this morning can only bring 
sighs of regret. 
T he world is advancing and educa­ 
tion is more than k eep ing p ace with 
the march of p rogress. 
Hundreds of 
colleges are sp ringing up all over the 
country and excellent institutions of 
learning are within reach of all, 
to 
m atter what the conditions of life may 
be. 
The p oor boy , if ho p ossesses the 
desire for an education and has t i e 
right k ind oFmaterial in him, can till 
t io p resident’» chair. 
Will p ower and 
determination will, in this day and age, 
lay at the feet of any y oung man orwe- 
man a college education. 
And y et we 
sometimes wonder’if the result a t t a i n­ 
ed— the moulding of 
'Stro ng , elTeciont' 
self-rellant**anu self-resp ecting 
m an­ 
hood and womanhood— is commensur­ 
ate with the facilities aliorded as com­ 
p ared with those of half a century ago 
As we saw the vast number of p up ils 
em erge from the sp lendid buildings in 
our city this morning, we could but 
mentally contrast the schools 
of 
1851 
(the y ear in which our p ap er waostart- 
ed) with those of tod ay .oT hen the 
p rincip al school building was 
a one- 
story stone structurcjon a lot just back 
of the Naehuea 'house, since covered 
with a framework and transformed in­ 
to a d welling. ^ Here under the sole 
tuition of Col.* Henry JT. Noble, 
were 
congregated about forty y ouths, while 
in the basement of-*the p resent resid­ 
ence of J. W.¿Kent (then the Method­ 
ist church) were about twenty others 
under the p rivateitultion of a brother 
of Wallace.J udd. These comp rised the 
scnool p up ils of'thosejlday s, and there 
w**re no school libraries, no ap p aratus 
for the illustration of the p hy sical 
sciences, aud the boy s took their calis- 
thenic exercises in swinging an old ax 
to out 
logs to tit*ibe|broad 
firep lace O'* 
the box stove. 
Now we have large, 
commodious and well-ap p ointed school 
houses, large corp s of normal gradu­ 
ates for teachersp iod nearly 2,000 p u­ 
p ils in the p ublic schools, exclusive of 
300 or 400 In St. Mary ’s p arocial school 
and a large numbenof resident y oung 
p eop le in attendance at one or the 
other of our colleges. 
If the p up ils of 
toil ay mak e as good use of their op p or­ 
tunities as did those of fifty y ears ago.
